The late Douglas Edgar, 
Atianta professional, did 69 and 66 
in the Canadian championships , in 
19:0; Emmett French, the American 
who competed in the qualifying 
rounds, negotiated the first twe 
rounds in the Ohio championship in 
1022 in 67 and 68. Aubrey Boomer 
recorded the lowest single round in 
title play in the 1922 French cham- 
pionships when he shot 65. The 
lowest single round in any British 
championship heretofore had been 68 
by Taylor at Sandwich in 1914. Ernest 
Gray at Prestwick in 1908 and Tom 
Ball at Muirfield four years ago. 

A glance at Jones’ cards for the two 
days clearly indicates the remarkable 
consistency of his play. For the 36 
holes he was ten under fours. Only 
once did he go above four, shooting 
a five on the first hole céming in 
Thursday. He retrieved the loss by 
taking only two shots on ‘the fourth 
hole coming in.

BRIAND'S EFFORT 
TO FORM CABINET 


Leader of Radicals Be- 
lieves He Has Thwarted 
Plan of Briand To Con- 

) struct Tenth Cabinet. 


HERRIOT ANXIOUS 
TO BECOME PREMIER 


Briand, However, Still 
Hopeful, After Poincare 
Promises To Become 
Member of Ministry.

Paris, June 17.—Edouard Herriot, 
former premier and leader of tle so- 
cialist-radieal group, believes he has 
successfully torpedoed Aristide Bri- 
and’s chances of forming a national ' 
union gévernment, and without an in- 
vitation from the president, has set 
about calmly to, pick out his own 
cabinet. 

“While Herriot’s refusal to join a 
Briand government is believed to have 
shattered the hopes of France's vet- 
eran cabinet builder for a strong na- 
tional Union group, Briand himself 
has thus far refused to admit defeat 
and has announced that he will con- 
tinue to attempt formation of a body 
composed of strong national figures. 

Raymond Poincare has accepted 
Briand’s proffer of a ministerial post,

Herriot is believed to feel sure 
that as soon as Briand fails in his 
present efforts, President Doumergue 
will call for a Herriot government. 
Acting on that assumption he is al- 
ready considering men who will fit 
into his cabinet. 

“It has proven impossible to form 
the national union cabinet that was 
hoped for,” Briand said after Herri- 
ot'’s refusal had been made public, “I 
shall continue, however, in efforts to 
made a strong government body,” 

Briand said that while he would 
continue to try t. form a cabinet, he 
would not organize another makeshi{t 
government ench as has just fallen. 


“I have finished conversations for 
today,” said Liriand.” “I shall see 
Llerriot and Pvuincare again tomorrow 
and I expect to give the president mv 
final ‘reply as to whether or not | 
can form a cabinet about noon.

London, June 17.—Great Britain 
will not break with Russia. This 
decision, which was arrived at by 
th» cabinet after a battle that almost 
led to a series of resignations, was 
amnounced in tho house of commons 
this afternoon by Sir William Joyn- 
son-Hicks, home secretary. It was 
received with .lond vheering by the 
laborites and cries of dissent 
the die-hard section of the tory party, 
who have been pressing the govern- 
ment to “throw the rascals out” ever 
since it became knows that. Russian 
n.oney. was being sept to England to 
support the coa] strike. .

At one time, the. anti-Russians 
threatened to resign and split’ the 
cabinet unless action were taken. but 
eventually they came’ into line and 
the announcement was made teday by 
Sir William.

RECORDER'S COURT

“Saunders System” of 
“Automatic” Disposal of 
Cases Provides Specific 
Fines for Offenders. 


Ordinance committee of city coun- 
cil at a special meeting Thursday 
in the council chamber of the city 
hall, acted favorably on an impor- 
tant measure which will be presented 
and recommended to city council at 
its regular meeting next Monday aft- 
ernoon. 

The measure, introduced by Coun- 
cilman W. E. Saunders, of the 
twelfth ward, provides an “automatic 
traffic court” for the city. It is 
designed to relieve congestion that 
now exists in recorder’s court at po- 
Tice station and will take under its 
jurisdiction all traffie cases and 
minér infringements of traffie ordi- 
nances, 

The “Saunders system,” as it will 
be known, provides that first of- 
fenders of minor traffic ordinances 
shell be fined $6; second offenders, 
$11; third offenders, $16, ete. 
“Patrons under the ‘Saunders sys- 
tem’ will be permitted to deposit 
a fine immediately with a lieutenant 
on duty at iee station and thus 
be relieved of having to wait in turn 
at aoregular session of the court,” 
it wae stated by Mr. Saunders. 

Another measure discussed at the 
Thursday meeting met unfavorable 
It provides that a charge 
of reckless driving be made against 
anyone violating the synchronized 
light system now in existence on 
practically every important street 
intersection in the city. It was 
pointed out that in many instances,

Demonstration of Chil- 
eans Quickly Quelled by 
Police—Peruvian Paper

Santiago, Chile, June 17.—(4)— 
Modification of the Monroe doctrine 
and the slogan, “Latin America for 
the Latin Americans,” were urged by 
Deputy Edward Matte, Chilean repre- 
senative on the Tacna-Arica plebis- 
citary commission, in an address be- 
fore the chamber of deputies on the 
plebiscitary situation. His speech 
was loudly applauded. 

Matte was followed by ‘Deputy Es- 
tay, who declared Chile should do 
everything possible to remove the dis- 
credit placed on her by General Las- 
siter, the American chairman, in his 
speech before the plebiscitary commis- 
sion the day his motion holding a 
plebiscite to be impossible was passed. 

“Lassiter had no right to accuse us 


of such an offense,” Senor Estey de- 
clared. “We should not forget that 
the United States robbed and took 
by force the territories that she now 
ewns and whith before belonged to 
Mexico. and other nations, vor 
should we forget that she usurped 
territory from Colombia. It is not, 
then, a general of that nation who 
has the right to accuse us.” 

The foreign ministry later announc- 
ed that # had prepared a communica- 
tien to foreign govetninents. giving 
the Chilean viewpoint of the plebis- 
citary situation.

Aboard 8. 8. Aquitania, June 17.— 
(By Radio.)\—At noon today Evans 
and I had knocked 834, miles off the 
total of 18,700 whieh we have to make. 
on our run to break the record fer 
circling the globe before we reach New 
York harbor again. The Agquitania 
has been making excellent speed— 
nearly 540 miles on yesterday's run. 

The northeast gale which has been 
steadily blowing since our departure, 
has not yet abated and unless the sea 
quiets down and the wind lessens by 


crease the speed of the Aquitania at 
least one knot in order to reach Che- 
boutg by dawn Tuesday. 

Evans and myself were received by 
Sie James Charles and we discussed 
the situation: thoroughly. If it were 
not for the fact that icebergs have 
been reported far south this summer, 
making it-necessary for all trans-At- 
lantic vessels to take the longer route, 


the Aquitania would have no trouvle 
in reaching her destination on schedule 
time, without resorting to an increase 
of speed which is decidedly expensive. 
However, Sir Charles indicated that 
we would reach Cherbourg in sufficient 
time to connect with our amphibian 
for the hurried flight te Paris, where 
we are to board the giant passenger 
plane which operates between Paris 


and Berlin. Our minds are therefore 


at rest and we are settling into. the 
routine of ship life and are enjoying 
the luxurious comforts provided by 
the Aquitania. 

We have allowed ourselves so small 
a margin of time to catch the plane 
at Cherbourg that unless we arrive at 
5 a- m. June 22 and are cleared im- 
mediately by the customs, -immigra- 
tion and quarantine authorities we 
will miss the regular plane at Paris 
and will be forced to employ a spe- 
cial plane in order to reach Berlin 
on schedule time. This would be an 
expensive and dangerous proceeding. 

Last night I was elected to con- 
duct an auction pool and succeeded 
in talking 365 pounds from the pas- 
sengers. The pool was won by Dudley 
Field Malone, a New York attorney 
who paid 50 pounds for low field. 
The winning number was 539, this 
‘being the number of miles covered 
from noon yesterday to noon today. 
The total distance from Ambrose 
lightship to Cherbourg is 3,240 miles.

Washington, June 17.—(4)—With 
a number of important legislative is- 
sues still hanging fire and final ac- 
tion on’ most of them unlikely before 
adjournment, house and senate lead- 
ers predicted today that the present 
session of congress would be brought 
to a close Saturday, June 26.

It will have the support of Speaker 
Longworth, Representative Tilson, the 
republican leader; Chairman Snell of 
the rules committee, and others, al-

ANTI-SALOON LEAGUE 
PROBE IS STARTED. 

BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 
Washington, June 17.—The Penn- 
sylvania primary election investiga- 
tion has suddenly turned itself into 


a general inquiry into the activities 
of the Anti-Saloon league. 

After fighting at long range for 
years, Senator James A. Reed, of 
Missouri, in his capacity as chairman 
of the senate campaign fund investi- 
gating committee, has hauled before 
him Wayne B. Wheeler, general :coun- 
sel of the Anti-Saloon league, put him 
under oath, and plied him with count- 
less questions that go into every re- 
cess of the activities of the organiza- 
tion which wrote prohibition into the 
constitution. 

Reed has sought this opportunity 
to turn the affairs of the Anti-Saloon 
league inside out during the recent 
prohibition investigation in which he 
participated. Hut that committee was 
controlled by drys and Wheeler was 
present only as counsel for dry wit- 
nesses and Reed was never able to 
put him on the witness stand under 
vath. 

Now Reed is chairman of the elec- 
tion fund investigation committee and 
dominates it. Wheeler precipitated 
the incident that led to his being sum- 
moaned before the committee by issuing 
an statement criticizing the committee 
for not calling persons who could give 
it information regarding wet activi- 
ties in the Vare campaign. In re- 
sponse to this criticism, Reed sum- 
moned Wheeler himself, much to that 
gentleman's surprise. He first learn- 
ed of his summons in the newspapers 
a few hours before he was due to 
appear. 

Clash Long Awaited. 


Because of Reed's renown as the 
champion prosecuting attorney of the 
senate, becayse of his known antipathy 
toward Wheeler and all that the Anti- 
Saloon league stands for, and because 
of the unquestioned ability of Wheel- 
er and his skill in handling refractory 
members of congress, the clash be- 
tween these two masters has been 
long-awaited by Washington. 

When the news that Wheeler was 
to appear before Reed became known, 
there was a rush to the senate com- 
mittee room which was hanked with 
standees all morning. 

However, the first. two hours fur- 
nished only mild excitement. Reed 
brought out that Wheeler gets $8,000 
a year salary, traced the raises he 
had received from the time back in 
the "90s when as a youth just out of 
college Wheeler began working for his 
expenses to further local option in 
Ohio, the first objective of the league 
in its early days before national pro- 
hibition was thought possible. 

Tracing the league's activities down 
to recent times, Reed discovered that 
the national organization gathered be- 
tween $150,000 and $200,000 in 1925. 
State organizations collected and dis- 
bursed their own funds independently. 


Wheeler Kept Waiting. 
Wheeler reappeared after the lunch-

Protest against dismissal of Miss 
Martha Dupree, member of the wom- 
an’s bureau of the Atlanta police de- 
partment, which took place Wednes- 
day night at a meeting of the police 
committee of city council, was reg- 
istered Thureday and culminated when 
eight members of the Atlanta Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs elicited from 
Mayor Walter A. Sims a promise to 
investigate ihe firing of the police- 
woman. 

The committee of women waited on 
Mayor Sims Thursday morning and 
contended that the action of the police 


committee was unwarranted without a 
hearing. The mayor gave them a 
courteous reception and stated he 
wonld investigate the matter. 

Among those who formed the wom- 
en's committee were Mrs. R. K. Ram- 
bo, president of the federation; Mrs. 
Norman Sharp, first vice president ; 
Mrs. Wilbur Colvin, representing the 
woman’s division of the chamber of 
commerce; Mrs. Edward H. Smith. 
representing the Civic Club of West 
End; Mrs. W. J.. Funkhouser, of the 
Shorter college alumnae; Mrs. Frank 

oodruff, president of the Kentu¢ky 
R. L. Turman,

Women Voters; Mrs. Houston John- 
ston, also a member of the federation. 

Miss Dupree ‘Thursday branded the 
action of the committee as extremely 
unfair because “I have done nothing 
to warrant such action.” 

Mrs. J. KE. Andrews, president of 
the woman’s civic council, Thursday 
night issued the following statment: 

“I personally, and every member 
of the civic council, I know, will 
deeply deplore the dismissal of Miss 
Martha upree. She is educated, 
trained and efficient—just the kind of 
woman that we so greatly need in 
our woman’s department. Many wom- 
en as well as interested men have 
been working to enlarge the bureau and 
surely did not expect it to be cut off 
or curtailed im usefulness. 

“The cause given was that she 
had spoken to women’s organizations, 
a thing which it is most necessary 
for her to do if the women of the 
city are to ‘give the sympathetic in- 
terest and support that her work 
among women and children should 
have. Several meetings in differeat 
sections were held Thursduy by wom- 
en in various organizations of the 
city and in every case warmest com- 
mendation and approval was spoken 
of Miss Dupree and denials every- 
where were made that she had ever 
spoken at any time or place against 
the police committee under whom she 
works, either individually or collec- 
tively. : 

“We believe that a serious mistake 
has been made in trying to house the 
woman’s police bureau in the same 
building with men. It will hardly ever 
be a success in that way. Our women 
and girls should be cared for in the 
most careful way when, through any 
cause, they are arrested. And surely 
our boys should be cared for as well. 
A reorganization of this department 
in a separate precinct should be made 
at once, where the woman's police 
bureau, and juvenile detention home 
and ward for older women could be 
combined and located on the ground 
floor, the second floor devoted to a ma- 
tron’s ward with two wings for the 
white and colored girls and the third 
floor for the boys—separate wings for 
both white and colored. This is the 
way it is arranged in Washington, D. 
C.. and seems an ideal arrangement. 
Atlanta is too large and important a 
city now to be able to get on without | 
this bureau. 


aggrieved with the women of our city 
and me in particular because we are 
interested in this department and be- 
eause we are taking a serious interest 
in the police station. In view of the 
fact that motherhood has grown to 
mean more to us than among just 
these whom birth have made our own, 
that it has grown into the divine con- 
ception of every woman as one mother 
for “every childish heart’’ and because 
so many young boys and girls are 
carried into our courts daily they 
might at least fobgive what may seem 
to them overzealousness on our part.

ATLANTA’S BIG PROBLEM.

chance has a citizen who is not an 
enforcement officer, nor on especial 
guard against violations and whose 
mind is not charged—as a police- 
man’s must be—with the safety of 
streets, and the enforcement of 
traffic and all other laws? The 
collision that sent Acting Chief 
Connally to the hospital Wednes- 
day, and inflicted serious if not 
permanent injuries, occurred be- 
tween his own car, driven by a 17- 
year-old son, and a heavy truck 
driven by a 15-year-old negro boy. 
The son of Chief Connally was driv- 
ing within the age law. But the 
boy driving the truck was violating 
both state and city laws, which pre- 
scribe alike that no person under 
16 years of age shall drive a motor 
vehicle on the streets or highways 
in Georgia. It is a law flagrantly 
violated every day in Atlanta, and

Of course anybody may snore some 
when ill with coryza, sinusitis, sore 
throat or other disease associated with 
swelling or obstruction of the breath- 
ing passages; or when exhausted by 
sickness or when soft and flabby from 
prolonged confinement. } 

In many cases the most effectual 
treatment for snoring is a series of 
stimulating topical applications to the 
thickened or cates turbinated bodies 
in the nose—these bodies become en- 
larged and flabby and during the re- 
laxation of sleep they may practically 
close the nasal passages, forcing the 
sleeper to breathe mainly through the 
mouth, and that starts the soft palate 
flapping in the wind, so to speak. 
Sometimes it is impossible to reduce 
the turbinated bodies—they may be 
hypertrophied, permanently overde- 
veloped—and in that case it is 8- 
sary to remove a portion. This | 
amounts to cutting out the snore. 

Now and then a snoring habit may 
be cured by the simple expedient of 
applying criss-cross strips of adhesive 
plaster over the mouth, to hold the lips 
closed, before one retires at night. 
This can do no harm, and if the plan 
is followed for several nights in suc- 
cession it may help to break the habit. 

In some cases a mere overweight of 
bed clothing will cause snoring. Bet- 
ter to wake once or twice in the night 
to get more covers than to sleep too 
warm and make hideous noises about 
it. Better to have a feather ‘light 
down comforter than heavy blankets. 

These observations do not apply to 
sick folk, but only to snorers who 
consider themselves fairly well but 
who are not quite healthy, else they 


wouldn’t snore.

Washingten, June 17—(#)—The me- 
morial 
erected by the Filipino people in his 
home town, Warsaw, Va., in gratitude 
for his activities in congress which re- 


sulted in the enactment of the organic 
law, will be dedicated next Sunday 
with Senator Sergio Osmena, special 
Philippine legislative envoy, and Sen- 
ator Carter Glass, Virginia, as the 
principal speakers. so 

The Filipinos regard the late Wil- 
liam Atkinson Jones as a hero, At his 
death in 1918 the Philippine legisla- 
ture proclaimed him as the outstanding 
champion of liberties of the island peo- 
ple. Shortly afterwards a $2,000,000 
bridge was erected in place of the his- 
toric bridge of Spain and named the 
Jones bridge. Today many towns, 
public squares and Streets in the archi- 
pelago are named after the author of 
the Jones act. The mausoleum will be 
unveiled by Masters William Atkinson 
Jones III and Archibald Taylor Hop- 
kins, grandsons of Mr. Jones. Mrs. 
Jones is still living. 

Judge Joseph W. Chinn, of Warsaw, 
will preside at the ceremonies and Rev. 
Arthur B. Kinsolving, of Baltimore, 
will give the invocation, Other speak- 
ers will be representative Bland, suc- 
cessor of Mr. Jones in congress; State 
Senator Thomas J. Downing, of Vir- 
ginia, and Resident Commissioner [Pe- 
dro Guevara, of the Philippines.

FROM CHICAGO JAIL 


Chicago, June 17:—While Chicago 
was engrossed in welcoming Cardinal 
Bonzano and the thousands of Cath- 
olic pilgrims already here, a second 
welcoming reception much smaller but 
none the less hearty, was staged at 
the gates of the Cook county jail. .

U.S. Planning 
To Buy Forest 
Land in Georgia 


Washington, June 17.—(4)—Anoth- 
er step has been taken toward the com- 
pletioa of the chain of purchased na- 
tional forests protecting the headwa- 
ters of the navigable rivers of the east 
and south, by the authorization of the 
national forest reservation commis- 
sion of the addition of 37,1745 acres in 
Tennessee, Pennsylvania, Arka‘asas, 


Georgia, Virginia, North Carolina and 


South Carolina. 

These national forests fot only 
serve as protectors of the watersheds 
of the rivers of the region but help 
to assure a contrfnuous supply of tim- 
ber and act as demonstrations of prac- 
tical and successful forestry for the 
information and guidance of timber- 
land owners, the national forest reser- 
vation commission pointed out. — 

The additivn just authorized brings 
the total area of these purchased for- 
ests to 2,725,800 acres. The lands 
buing purchased are at an average 
price of $4.27 an acre. Of the. to- 
tal acreage 20,925 acres are located 
in Tennessee in the Unaka and Chero- 
kee National {orests chiefly in Greene, 
Carter, Unicoi, Johnson, Polk and 
Monrve counties. There are 12,152 
acres located in Arkansas, largely in 
Yell, Perry and Franklin counties 
with smaller sreas in Pope, Stone and 
Crawford counties, being acquired as 
additions to the Ouachita and Ozark 
National forests; 2,385 acres are in 
Georgia, chiefly in White, Union and 
Fannin covwaties, along the south 
: of the Blue Ridge mountain 
and in the Cherokee National forest. 
In Virginia the lands consist of 636 
acres largely in Amherst and Nelson 
counties as additions to the Natural 
Bridge National forest. .In North 
Carolina the purchase of 323 acres 
was authorize in Macon and Chero- 
kee counties, und in South Carolina, 
167 acres in Oconee county, these be- 
ing chiefly additions to the Nantahala 
National forest. 

‘he commission authorized the 
purchase of land for the production 
of timber under the authority giv- 
en by recent legislation in place of 
making’ use of the statute allowing 
purehases to be made for the protec- 
tion of navigable streams, the lands 
being considered being in the Ouachita 
mountains of Arkansas and lying with- 
in the Ouachita National forest. —

FIFTEEN KILLED 
IN TRAIN WRECK 


Pittsburgh, June 17.—(#)—The 
broken forms of 15 men, women and 
childrén, 11 of them passengers, lay 
in morgues tonight, mute testimony 
of the wreck of two fast Pennsyl- 
vania railroad passenger trains, the 
Cincinnati Limited and the Washing- 
ton Express, near Blairsville intersec- 
tion, last midnight. 

Fourteen others, a majority of them 
passengers, were in Johnstown and 
Latrobe hospitals, bearing the marks 
of the appaling disaster, five were in 
a critical condition. Many. others, 
less seriously hurt when the Limited 
ploughed into the rear end of the 
halted express, were able to continue 
their journey on special and regular 
trains. 

At the scene of the crash, wrecking 
crews continued throughout the day 
the work of clearing the main lines 
and replacing more than 100 feet of 
rails, ripped out when the Limited, 
hauled by two giant locomotives, cut 
its death dealing path into the Ex- 
press sleepers. The two engines were 
reduced to scrap and three sleepers 
and a elub car became a mass of 
twisted steel, ripped asunder as if 
made of paper.

Statesville, N. C., July 20, before a 
court of 13 Methodist ministers of | 
the western North Carolina confer- 
ence, it was announced here today. 
The charge on which Dr. Chappell 
will be tried grew out of his arrest 


in Memphis last month while he was 
attending the general conference of 
the southern Methodist church. He 
is alleged to have given the name of 
Mr. Smith when arrested on a dis- 
orderly conduct charge. 

Dr. Chappell was found in a house 
of ill repute when it was raided, 
police said. 

Dr. H. K. Boyer, of Shelby, will 
serve as counsel for Dr. Chappell at 
the church trial and Rev. C. M. Pick- 
ens, of Albemarle, will prosecute. Dr. 
F. J. Prettyman, of Gastonia, former 
chaplain of the United States senate, 
will preside. 

Dr. Chappell and Dr. Boyer held a 
lengthy conference here today follow- 
ing which Dr. Boyer gave out a state- 
ment declaring his belief in the in- 
nocence of the minister.

Both Updegraff and Davidson, who 
testified yesterday, appeared at the 
request of Representative La Guardia, 
progressive-socialist, New York, the 
only wet on the committee, who dur- 
ing cross-examination questioned the 
qualifications of Secretary Mellon as 
head of prohibition enforcement.

Charges De a 

After Britt had denied that Los 
Angeles prohibition officers had been 
lax in efforts to run down David- 
son’s charge that half a dozen banks 
assisted him in whisky transactions, 
Updegraff was asked by La Guardia: 

“Did you go in any saloon in Pitts- 
burgh with a Pepper-Fisher campaign 
sign and get a drink?’ 

“T did.” 

“Where did it come from ?” 

“TI don’t know.” 

“What were the conditions in Pitts- 
burgh between May 1, and May 18.” 

“Wide open.” 

“What do you mean?” 

“Places where you could get a 
drink. Where there was a Pepper- 
Fisher campaign sign you could get 
good beer.” 

“I thought Pepper-Fisher were 
running on a dry ticket,” remarked 
La Guardia. 

Asked False Statements. 


Updegraff also charged that.prior 
to his dismissal as an agent his su- 
perior in the Pittsburgh district, “a 
Mr. Cavanaugh,” asked him to make 
false affidavits last November as to 
the dates on which certain evidence 
was obtained. This was after United 
States Commissioner Knox had 
ruled, he asserted, that an agent could 
not obtain evidence in more than five 
cases in one day without subjecting 
himself to the charges of becoming 
intoxicated on the evidence. 

The witness said he conferred with 
Frederick C. ‘Baird, prohibition ad- 
ministrator for the ‘district, who, he 
added, admitted that the changing of 
affidavits would be irregular. Never- 
theless, Updegraff declared, dates 
were changed. 

Updegraff also testified he had 
seen whisky drinking at the Duquesne 
club in Pittsburgh, and that private 
funds were used in prohibition en- 
forcement in that area.

Pre-Historic City 
Found in Mexico, 
Explorers Claim 


BY JOHN -CORNYN.

Mexico City, June 17.—The inter- 
national scientific expedition which 
left here a month ago for southern 
Mexico reports finding an immense 
prehistoric city, which antedates 
Palenque and the famous Maya cen- 
ters of early civilization. 

Professors Erique Palacios and 
Maquel Mendasabel, delegates of the 
National museum, noted archaeologists 
and historians, found the prehistoric 
city in a forest near Comitan, in the 
state of Chiapas, buried beneath” the 
debris of untold centuries. 

Archaeological monuments in the 
style of those of Palenque, but older 
and more primitive, extending the pe- 
riod of Maya culture back a _ thou- 
sand years before the Christian era, 
proves the Mayas developed a civili- 
zation in southern Mexico. This find- 
ing is contrary to the belief of modern 
Maya students. The base of the pre- 
historic city is formed on a terraced 
cliff, over a mile in extent, which is 
covered with crushed stone set — in 
hard cement—a composition known to 


‘the Mayas 3,000 yeafs ago. 


The city is the largest thus far dis- 
covered in the Maya country and ap- 
parently was deserted by its inhabi- 
tants a quarter of a millenium before 
the founding of Rome, the exodus 
probably being caused by a great epi- 
demic or famine. The city is arti- 
ficially covered, as was the famous 
Teltec capital, Teotihuacan. Among 
the notable objects of historic valne 
are stone columns, 15 feet high, which 
it is believed will carry the Maya 


d chronology back a thousand years be- 


fore the abandonment of the city. The 
stones may reveal the first of the 
three ages of Mayas, or, perhaps, an 
earlier people from whom the Mayas 
inherited their culture. 

The discovery opens a new field of 
study of early culture in the Maya 
country. Three thousand years ago 
pottery was a fine art in southern 
Mexico, as masses of unglazed broken 
pottery have been found about the 
ruins.
